PERSONAL TALK IN THE SENATE.

Go¢manand Aidrich Accused by
Walcott of Being ‘‘Steerers.”

Whilo Gorman Retalinted by Intimusting
That Walcott Wans an Eavesdropper.
Teller Attempts to Finlsh Hlis Speocch
Begun September 11—Morso, of Mua-
snchusetts, Bucceods In Impedil}g the
Poassago of u Hesolution in tha House,
to Which There Wns po 01:]!!0&!:\11.

Wasmneroy, Sopt. 27.—Teller offered
a resolution, which went over until to-
morrow, calling upon the Secretary of
the Treasury for Information as to
when, in what amounts and nnder what
circumstances the Treasury Department
has anticipated the paymentof the an-
nual interest in Government bonds
since July 1, 1880,

The resolution offered by Dnbols yes-
terday to postpone action on financial,
tariff and TFederal election moasures
until next January, when the States of
Washington, Montana and Wyoming
may be fully represented in the Senate,
was talken up. The resolutlon led to
one of the most spirited and personal
debates of the session.

Atter Dubols’ speech {nsupport of it,
Mitchell (Rep., Oregon) made a strong
argument sgainat It. Chandler sug-
gosted it postponement until the time
would come to show whether action
upon it was really necessary. If it
should appear thatthe majority in favor
of the repeal bill wouid be so large that
it could not be effected by three addi-
tionnl adverse votes he would vote
against the resolution, otherwlise he
would vote for It. He made a some-
what acrimonious allusion to Senators
who had changed their votes on the
resolution to admit the claimant from
Montanas, and Mitchell (Oregon) asked
him whather ho reforred to the Senator
from Waassas (Peffer). Chardlor dis-
ciaimed any Intention of alluding
spacially to any Senator, but said that
be had grester respect for the Seaator
from Kansas, who bhad chinged his vote
and given his reasons therefor, than he
Lud for other Senators who had changed
their votes and had glyven no reasons.

It was plain that the two Senators
thus reforred to were Gorman and
Voorhees. Then Wolcott broke into
the discussion and he aldo spoke of ithe
sudden and inexplicable changes that
the vole on tho admission of the ap-
pointed Senators had undergone It
was he sald s complete metamarphosis.

He then went on to speak of the re-
peal bill and said that if the Senators
in favor of the ropeal bill would sup-
port a cloture rule they would have a
vote on that rule within a reasonable
time and that otherwise Senators
should not be subject tocruel and un-
ususl hours, He said that the opponents
of the bill bad definite information that
an arrangements had already been con-
summated between certain Senators
on the Republican and the Demooratic
sldes and he alluded to Gorman and
Aldrich a8 tho two stecrer.

Then the discussion was participated
in by Allen (Pop, Neb.), Hill, Gray
and Butler. inally Gorman took the
floor and in measured, deliberate and
somewhat angry phrases, replied to
Wolcott's insinuations. He went so
far as to make a remark purporting
that the Colorado Senator had ob-
tained his information about ‘“‘steerers’
by listening at commitice room doors
or receiving reports from eavesdrop-
pers.

Woleott, when he got the floor at the
close of Gorman's remarks, resented the
insinuation and denfed its truth. Gor-
man said that Woleott had misunder-
stood or misropresented what he had
sald and he repudiated the intimation
which Chandler and Wolcott made that
himself and Voorhees had changed their
votes on the Montana case without any
reference whatever to the repeal bill.

The discussion, with all its personal
features, was brought to a close with
some remarks by Aldrich. The Dubois
resolution went to- the calendar. The
repeal bill was taken up and Pascoe ad-
dressed the Senate.

Pascoe compared the condition of the
Treasury when Harrison came into
power and when Cleveland succeeded
him four years later, the comparison
belng, from Pascoe's point of view, in
favor of the Dami:cratlc administra-
tion.

At the conclusion of Pascoo's speech
Wolcott suggested that thers was no
quorum present, but a roll call brought
absentoes from the cloak rooms and a
quorum appeared.

Teller then took the floor and he
spoke in a quiet. but most impressive
manner, Noswithstanding the oft
reported declaration that that there
was a delay on the subject, he
declared that be had been on the floor
avery day in order to find the oppor-
tunity to conclude his remarks of Sep-
tember 11, but no opportunity had pre-
sented itself.

He then declared that Stewart's ar-
ralgnment of President Cleveland was
not a personal attack, but wasanoffieial
criticlsm of official acts, and if the doc-
trine were to prevall here thata Senator
was mnot to criticise official conduct
there would be an end in this country of
free governmunt, He did not intend to
discuss the question as to whether the
President had laid himself open to crit-
feiam. But he would touch upon that
subject at another time. He arpued
that the principle of the independence
of executive and legislative brauches of
the Government was, perhaps not per-
ceptibly, but assuredly, being lost.

Before the conclusion of Teller's re—
marks the Senate went into exccutive
session and, at 0 o'clook, adjourned until
to-morrow.

IN THE HOUSE.

By actual count when the House mot
this morning there were twenty-five
Democrats and thirty-two Republicans
present., Before the reading of the
journal had been completeaa number of
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mombers came in, not enough, howaver,
to constitute s quoruum.

The first three hours of to-day's ses—
sion were cecupied in an effort to secure
the adoption of a rosolution to whieh
thero was no objection. The spparent
parndox was due to the attitude assumed
by Morse, of Massachusetts, Several
days ago he made some romarks about
Pension Commigsioner Lochron and
stated that he would include in his re-
marks in the Record some newspaper
clippings.

These clippings had been withheld
from tbe Record by Speaker Crisp be-
cause Representative Morse had not
formally obtained consont of the House
for their insertion. To-dny he made
the request but Fichean, of Illinois, ob-
jected, whercupon Morse declined to
pormit business to proceed in the ab-
sence of m gquorum and it was 3:15 be-
fore Bland could get the resolution
passed, which called on the Secretary
of the Treasury for the reason why he
had not bought 4,500,000 ounces of sil.
ver in each of July and August, as re-
quired by the Sherman law.

That having finally been accom-
plished with no dissenting votes the
bill to repeal the federal election laws
was taken up and Representatives
Lawson (Ga.) and Daniels (Rep.,N. Y.),
moembers of the committee on election
of President and Vice-President and
Representatives in Congress, spuke re-
spectively for and against the bill.

At 5:40 o'clock Daniels having con-
cluded the House adjourned until noon
to:morrow.

BRUNSWICK’'S EPIDEMIC.

Eighteen New Cases of Vellow
Fever Reported Vesterday.

Bruxswick, Ga., Sept. 27.—-]31311&&0:1
new cases of yellow fever wero reported
to day. The patients are seven white
people, including two childrem, and
eleven colored persons some of whom
are children.

There are now thirty-two esses under
treatmont, andabout seventy of malaria,
many of which aregxpected to develop
into yellow fever.

The sudden chilliness in the atmos-
phers and a strong northeast wind
blowing the malarin off the rice flelds
towards the city can be taken as the
cause of the groat increase in the num-
ber of cases. The same condition of
affairs was noticed in the epidemic of
1876, and history is repeating itself.

A startling increase in the number
of cases may be expected but the
mortality will be held down if possible.
Surgeons Murray and Badget expect a
large daily increase in cases, but are
now thoroughly prepared to properly
attenl to the sick, and with their
directions observed by the patients,
will lose few. The physicians are
constantly answering calls, but are
bearing up manfully under the terrible
mental and physical strain and will
remalin at their posta.

CLEVELAND'S POSITION STATED.

Against Free Coinage of Silver
and for Unconditional Repeal.

Roply of the President to n Letter From
Governor Northen, of Geoorgin—He
Wants a Sound, Safe Medinm of Kx-
ohange and a Dollay That Wil be
Worth u Dollars' Worth of Labor or
Goods—The Democralic Party, He Sald,
Shotild Not be Held Responsible for
the Delay In the Sennte—A Clear and
Convulse Statement of His Posltion.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 27.—The Con-
stitution to-morrow will printa letter
from President Cleveland to Governor
Northen in which the Presidont states
his position on the financial question
at some length. The letter is in reply
to one written by (Governor Northen en
the 15th instant.

‘The governor refuses to give his letter
out for publication, but it 1s known that
it presented a graphic condition of the
politieal situation in Georgia and the
Bouth, and urged upon the President
the expediency of & public utterance
from him more comprehensive than his
recent meassnge as to the proper policy
to be pursued by Congress upon ques-
tions affecting the stringency of the
times and the needs of the people.

It is understood that in hls letter
Governor Northen pointed out inroads
being made in Democratic ranks by the
Populists by reason of the neglect or
delay on the part of the Demoocratic
majority in congress to meet legislation
on the line of the party platform pledges.
He dwelt especially on the financial
situation and political interest of the
farmers of the South who constitute so
great o in’ruportion of the Democracy.

The President’s reply to that letter
wad received this evening and is as fol-
lows:

UExECcUTIVE MANSION, )

Wasnixarox, D. C., Sept. 25, 1994, |
“Hon. W..J, Northen:

“My Dear Si:—I  hardly know how
to reply to your letter of the 15th inst.
It soems to me that I am quite plainly
on record concerning the financial ques-
tion. My letter accepting tho nomina-
tion of the Presidency, when read in
connoction with tho message lataly senu
to the Congress in extraordinary ses-
slon, appears to be very explicit.

‘'l want a currency that is stable and
safe in the hands of our people. I will
not knowingly bo implicated in a con-
dition that will justly make me in the
leasy degree answerable to any laborer
or farmer in the United States for a
shrinkage In the purchasing power of
the dollar he has received for a full
dollar's worth of work, or for a goad
dollar's worth of the product of his toil.

“I not only want our currency to he
of such o character that all kinds of
dollars will be of equal purchasing
power at home, but I want it to be of
such a character as will demonstrate
abroad our wisdom and good faith, thus
placing upon a firm foundation a credit
among the nations of the earth.

“I want our filnancial conditions and
the laws relating to our currency so safe
and reassuring that those who have
money will spend and invest it in busi-
nesg and new enterprises instead of
hoarding it. You cannot cure fright by
calling it toolish and unreasonable and
you cannot prevent the frightened men
from hoarding this money.

“I want good, sound and s&table
money, and a condition of confidenco
that will keep it in use within the
limits of what I have written. I am a
friend of silver, but I believe its proper
place in our curreney can only be fixed
by a readjustment of our currency legis-
lation and the inauguration of a con-
sistent and comprehensive flnancial
schemo.

*I think such a thing can only be
entered upon profitably and hopefully
after the repeal of the law which {8
charged with all our inancial woes. In
the present state of the public mind
this law cannot be built upon nor
patched in such a way as to relieve the
situation.

“I am therefore opposed to the free
and unlimited coinage of silver by thia
country alone and independently, and I
am in fayvor of the immediate and un-
conditional repeal of the purchasing
clause of the so-called Sherman law.

I confess I am astonished by the op-
position in the Senate to such prompt
action as would relieve ihe present un-
fortunate situation. My daily prayer is
that the delay occasioned by such oppo-
sition may not be the cause of plunging
the country into deeper depression than
it has yet known, and that tho Demo-
cratic party may not be justly held re-
sponsible for such a catastropbe.

SHOTS FROMA CRAZY MAN

Three Wounded in a Chicago
goard of Trade Episode.

CuicAco, Sept. 97.—Four shots, fired
in quick succession, echoed throughout
the hall of the board of trade shortly
after noon to-day while the floor of the
exchange was crowded with operators.

A panic resulted, the operators rush-
ing poll mell from the Noor and ytumb-
ling over each other in their haste to
reach the outer hall.

‘The injured are: Amri Bennott, a promi-
nent operator and preaidentof the Board
of Trade lusurance Company, bullet in
the neck, bhelloved to be seriously
wounded; Mra. \W. W, Lowis, of Titus-
ville, Pa.. World's ¥air visitor to
Chicago, who wasaitting in the gallery,
flesh wound; C. W. Roswell, assistant
chief operator of the Western Union
Telegraph Company inchange, fractured
jaw by a bullot.

Ilefore the lumatic could empty tho
remaining echambers of his revolver ho
was caught from behind by Tom Barrett,
the foor ofticer of the board and o
noted athlete, who threw him to the
floor and pinloned his hands. [le was
then taken down to the private room
of the executive committes of the
board shouting at the top of his voice:
I warned thom before and they would
not heed mo, I gave them plenty of
fair warning."

It has been learned that the man's
namo is Cassius N, Delden, livieg on
Lasalle avenue in the north side. He
is sald to be a prominent cattle dealer.

Mayor Trout's wound although still
palnful is doing well and it will no
doubt soon allow him to attend to his
buginess as wuesual, The wound was
dressed soon after his arrival Ly Dr,
Buckner, who attended Mayor Trout
after bhe recesived the painful wound
during the riot on the night of Septem-
ber 20. It isnota very paintul wound,
but will cause considerable inconvan-
lence for some time to come.

A rvopresentative of Tur Tiovgs ealled
on Mr. Trout athis home last night, bug
as the mayor did not then wlsh to talk
for publication, his statement will not
be made publie at present.
